‘JUST A LITTLE LARK 


J, Downey Harvey's Escapade 
in San Francisco. 


Arrested as a Drunk and Thrown 
into a Cell. 


Serious Results of “Monkeying’’ With 


a Big Policaman. 


The, Prisoner Denies the Accusation and 
Sqaares Matters by Hoving the 
Officer Dismissed from 
the Force. 


The Chronicle of Tuesday prints the 
following story about J. Jyowney Har- 
vey, formerly a resident of this city, 
but for several years living in 
San Francisco: 

J. Downey Harvey has been in jail. 
He has ignominiously been thrust into 
that vile, ill-smelling abode of the 
outcast and the loafer. Helwas liter- 
ally thrown into the human pen where 
the ill-favored inmates stand at the 
grimy bars and peer out at the idle 
visitors who may come. Every time 
Downey thinks of it his hair ought to 
stand on end, 

It was bad enough to be arrested, to 
have his feelings, mental and other- 
wise, lacerated to the last degree, but 
the plebeian officer of the law, who put 
him behind the bars, added insult to 
injury and says Downey was drunk. 
Not only dees the officer soy that he 
was under the influence of liquor, but 
he also says that he was Dboisterously 
full, and in the presence of an admir- 
ing throne on Post and tirant avenue 
threw his arms wildly in the air and 
was willing to wager the extravagant 
sum of 34 that his dear friend and 
econpanion, Charles Huge, “could not 
lick the cop.’ For all this indignity, 
heaped as coals ef fire upon his head, 
Downey wanted satisfaction, and that 
is why he preferred charges against 
Officer James Cottle for having, with- 
out warrant and without cause. placed 
him under arrest, and for having used 
more than necessary violence in doing 
sO. 

The Lolice Commission investigated 
the charges last night. Harvey and his 
friends were there, and before the tes- 
timony was all in, were very much in 
evidence. Downey was the first to tell 
his woe. He told of the cruel imposi- 
tion upon him, and related how the un- 
sympathetic minion of the law placed 
violent. hands upon him: ‘until 
winched. He recited with many a gest- 
ure and grimace how the great iron 
doors of the prison closed upon his be- 
loved person, how the hard-hearted of- 
fer searched his clothes, removed his 
jewelry and money and with an assur- 
ance, Which even in recollection drives 
Downey into chills, charged him with 
being drunk. 

When Downey told his story last 
night there was no doubt that he was 
mad yet, although the sad affair hap- 
pened on Saturday night, June 4, just 
when good people were coming from 
church, and Downey and his friends, 
Charles Hugg and Peter Martin, were 
coming from a resort quite well known 
on Post street. They were not drunk; 
every one of them swore he was not 
last night. Huge confessed to perhaps 
four cocktails, but Downey drew the 
line at a seltzer sour. 

As Harvey explained it happened 
something like this: “We _ stepped 
upon the corner at Grant avenue and 
Post street about 10:30 o’clock. There 
was more than the usual large crowd 
there. Suddenly I felt some one brush 
by me and I saw a watch dangling 
a the coat of a man who was pass- 
ng. 

“The watch looked like mine. I 
rushed after the man, told him the 
watch was mine and would thank him 
for it. I complimented him on his 
cleverness, asked him how he did it 
and relieved him of my property. He 
took it very. good naturedly and we 
had not the slightest trouble about it. 
When our little argument was over 
Officer Cottle came up and wanted to 
know what all the roar was about. 

**If there’s a roar,’ I said, “Wt was for 
ood cause. My watch was stolen.’ 

“*Well,’ said he, ‘you have it back. 
Move on.’ 

*“*I have it back,’ I replied, ‘but not 
by your diligence.’ I was angry, and at 
the suggestion of my friend Hugg went 
back to get the officer’s number. As 
soon as | approached him he pounced 
upon me and placed me under arrest. 
He handled me very severely, and I 
told him to stop. ‘You're on the wrong 
track, my friend,’ I said, ‘and I am go- 
ing to see this to the end.’ 

“After a great deal of persuasion we 
were permitted to go into a carriage. 
At the prison I was searched and put 
in the drunks’ cell. I was astounded at 
the charge against me. My friends saw 
Capt. Lees, and when he came down he 
said that I was not drunk. ‘No,’ I re- 
Plied, ‘but I’m mad.’ I was released and 
preferred the charges.” 

“Is your recollectign clear regarding 
the events of that night?” asked At- 
torney Dunne in cross-examination. 

“Perfectly, sir,’” replied Harvey, with 
@ snap. 

“Didn't you throw vour arms in the 
air and bet your friend $4 that he 
couldn't lick the cop?” 

“I don’t remember it.” 

“Will vou say you did not?” 

“Yes, if you want me to do so.”

The suit 
was brought to recover $40,000, the 
equivalent in value of which the 
plaintif alleged that he had sustained 
through the washing away of the winery 
buildings on the Nadeau vineyard 
grounds in 1889. The defendant com- 
pany, some time before the heavy rains 
of that vear, had built a bridge across 
the river on or near the vineyard lands. 
The plaintiff alleged that this bridge 
was constructed in such a manner as to 
offer an obstruction to the passage of 
the swollen current underneath it, and 
cause the river to break through its 
banks and run upon the lands referred 
to, washing away much of the liquor 
stored there, and injuring the plaintiff 
in the amount sued for. 

Considering the fact that the defense 
in the case admitted thatif the company 
was liable at all it was liable for 
the whole amount, the verdict is con- 
sidered as being a singularone. The 
court ordered a stay of execution 
fortendays. . 

| SUIT FOR AN INJUNCTION. 

G. W. White has commenced suit 
against ht. M. Widney, the University 
ef Southern California, ©. A. Warner, 
FE. J. Curson, D. O. Miltimore and W. 
W. Widney, trustees under the decd 
executed by R. M. Widney, and their 
successors to obtain an _ injunction 
against the defe ndants, enjoining them 
from carrying outa certain proposition. 

The complaint, as filed, sets forth 


that on the 21st day of June, 1886, the 
defendant, R. M. Widney, executed and ° 


delivered to H. Sinsabaugh, A. M. 
Hough, C. Maclay, W. W. Widney, D. 
O. Miltimore, as trustee mentioned, his 
certain deed of gift of an interest of 


' $100,000 in the purchase price of the 


Rancho ex-Mission de San Fernando, 
in this county, providing that for the 
purpose of establishing a reserve en- 
dowment fund, the net income alone 
from which should be used to aid in the 
support of the university, in any of its 
departments, the first party sold, as- 
signed and transferred to the second 
parties as trustees the said interest of 
$100,000, said interest being repre- 


sented by a _ certain certificate 
dated December 8, 1885. The 
parties of the second part were 


to be allowed the privilege of 
exchanging said certificate or any part 
thereof in payment for lands in the 
rancho referred to, which lands should 
be held, sold or conveyed by such sec- 
ond parties on such conditions as 
they might think best, but that they 
should not be sold for less net per acre 
than the price per acre at which they 
were taken in exchange by said par- 
ties of the second part. All receipts 
from the sale of the lands, to at least 
the net amount per acre at which it 
was taken, should be and remain a part 
of the reserve endowment fund. The 
said second parties were to invest the 
reserve fund in interest-bearing 
bonds, or loan it on first secur- 
ity real estate, but such loans should not 
exceed 40 per cent. of the actual cash 
value of the property upon which the 
loan was made. Numerous other pro- 
visions were made in the instrument, 
and the deed was duly acknowledged 
by said R. M. Widney on March 18, 
1887, and recorded. The purchase 
price named therein was $400,000. 

The complaint further stated that the 
trustees accepted the deed in writing, 
and the University of Southern Califor- 
nia also accepted the same in writing, 
and the trustees immediately entered 
upon their duties as such. That C. A. 
Warner, EB. J. Curson, D. O. Miltimore, 
R. M. Widney and W. W. Widney have 
for more than three months past been 
duly acting trustees under the trust; 
that” on or about August 1, 1889, 
the trustees exchanged the certificate 
for 680 acres of land in the rancho pbe- 
fore mentioned; ‘that the said 680 
acres of land have been disposed of and 
conveyed to purchasers, and that sev- 
eral other portions of the property 
were agreed to be sold by the trustees 
to different parties at the rate of $150 
per acre, and partial payments made 
thereon, but the purchasers, being un- 
able to complete their contracts, the 
lands were restored to the trustees. 

That serious difficulties having arisen 
inthe management and execution of 
said trust by reason of the terms, re- 
strictions and limitations therein con- 
tained, and particularly by reason of 
the provision restricting the price 
which the lands received by the trustees 
in exchange for thet certificate might 
be sold under the same, it being appar- 
ent that the part remaining unsold could 
not be disposed of at the price of 
$150 per acre, and that there was 
no probability of their ever realizing 
that amount, the said R. M. Widney, on 
or about May 1 of this year, proposed 
to the said trustees that if they would 
agree to the abrogation and extingnuish- 
ment of the trust, and would convey 
to him freed therefrom the property, 
both real and personal, which remained 
unsold under said trust, that he wouid 
reconvey to the university certain prop- 
erty. It was resolved to accept the prop- 
osition and enter into an agrétment 
with the said Widney., The directors of 
the university also voted in favor of 
the proposition, excepting the plaintiff, 
who opposed the matter, believing 
that the university had no power to 
consent'to such an agreement, for the 
reason that the reconveyance of the 
real property conveyed to the trustees 
and still remaining unsold to R. M. Wid- 
ney, and the transfer of the personal 
property arising from sales heretofore 
made thereunto, to him, would consti- 
tute a viclation of the terms of said 
trust deed, which would defeat the ob- 
ject of said trust. That the trust would 
suffer materially by the abrogation 
thereof and that a large portion of the 
lands which, by the terms of said trust 
deed, are devoted to educational pur- 
poses, would be diverted therefrom an 
restored to the original donor. } 

The injunction was asked for to re- 
strain the defendants from carrying 
into effect the resolution. in

Francisco. 

The San Francisco Call of Tuesday 
gives the following account of young 
Sigmond Michele’s exploits inthat city, 
which makes interesting reading in con- 


nection with the vouth’s doings in this 
city: 

About the latter part of 1892 there ap- 
peared in this city aman about 21 years 
old, with black hair and dark eyes. He 
stood 5 feet 5 inches high, weighed 
115 pounds and was neatly dressed. He 
was none othep than Sigmond Michele. 

One day heAalled upon President Lilien- 
thal of the Anglo-Californian Bank, who 
also holds a similar positionin the Jewish 
charitable institution, and told to him his 
story of hardships. He recited the story of 
his father’s misfortune; how he had him- 
self come hither in search of work, and 
how willing he was to work at anything. 

Michele presented letters of recommenda- 
tion from prominent Eastern business 
houses, and demonstrated to Mr. Lilienthal 
his ability to speak several different lang. 
uages and write shorthand. So impressed 
was the bank president with the young 
man's general appearance and manners 
that he took a personal interest in his wel. 
fare, and finally got him a position as 
wrapper in Will & Finks. 

Mr, Choynski and a number of other 
members of, the Jewish societies also in. 
terested themselves in Michele's behalf 
and soon induced Mr. Blum of the cutlery 
firm to believe that he had made a valuable 
acquisition to his business in the services 
of the young man. 

Hardly had Michele been employed in the 
store a month before trouble ensued. He 
began carrying tales to Mr. Blum about 
the dishonesty of other clerks, and for 
awhile the members of the firm existed in 
a fit of nervous excitement through their 
daily dread of being robbed by their pre. 
viously trusted employés. 

Michele even went so far as to have one 
of the clerks in his department discharged 
on suspicion of having stolen $3. 

The rdle played by Michele aroused the 
suspicion of the manager and employés of 
the store, but they could not shake Mr. 
Blum's faith in the new man. The latter 
Blumj how he saved $190 
each month out of his $24 salary, and sent 
it to his poor old father, and such a good 
trait won the admiration of the employer, 
although the clerks recall an incident 
when Michele bought a $6 pair of oper- 
glasses to present to a friend, which 
seemed a strange action for a young man 
getting only $6 a week, out of which he 
was saviug $2.50 for his father. 

During his stay in the store, from Decem- 
ber, 189%, to February of the present 
year, ladies who had heard of Michele's 
brave struggle to support himself and 
frequently visited the store and once or 
twice offered Michele monéy, but he 
proudly declined it. 

Finally, however, Michele's lying became 
of such a magnitude that Mr. Blum could 
not help suspect the young man, and, re- 
calling the numerous charges he had been 
making against some of .the oldest em- 
ployés in the establishment, he decided to 
get rid of him, and it was at last arranged 
that he should leave the place, which he 
shortly dig, much to the relief of every one 
there. 

When Michele was gone, the firm began 
to hear something of his previons charac- 
ter. While he had been pretending to be 
living on bread and water to support his 
father, he was living on the best in the 
land, but incidentail y borrowing here and 
there and staving off his landlady. 

It was also learned that he had played 
the poor man elsewhere. He had tried to 
work it on Weinstock & Lubin of Sacra- 
mento, but they suspected him at the last 
moment. He had also worked a number of 
private Jewish families, and had induced 


_Mr. Choynski to go about collecting funds 


for him, while Mr. Lilienthal had spent over 

200 on hiin. 

While receiving daily reports about 
Michele, Mr. Blum received a letter from 
him saying that he was [ying sick in Los 
Angeles, and hardly had the letter been 
read before Mr. Blum received another 
from the Los Angeles police announcing 
Michele's arrest there. 

Since then more of Michele's past record 
has come to light, showing him to be one 
of the biggest frauds that has ever 
been encountered by the Jewish people of 
this city.

A Venezuela Venture. 

An agricultural ‘colony is being 
formed in San Frarcisco to settle im 
Venezuela, the government of that 
country having recently passed a law 
for the encouragement of immigra- 
tion and colonization. Among the in- 
ducements offered are free passage to 
the country, free board and lodging 
for a period not exceeding thirty days 
after arrival in the country, free im- 
portation of the 
working implements, domestic animals. 
machinery, tools, etc.. of the immi- 
grants, a free grant of land for each 
inimigrant, varying from two hectares 
to six hectares, according to the sit- 
uation and fertility of the land. and 
the right to take up and hold as much 
more land as the colonists may be 
able to use and to pay for ai -the end 
of four years from the date of taking 
up the land. The history of previous 
settlements of Europeans and Ameri- 
cans in South America should be suf- 
ficient to keep sensible Americans from 
going to a country’ like Venezuela. 
where manual labor is left to peons, 
and insurrections are so frequent that 
the women outnumber the men about 
five to one.

A large force of men and teams are 
now engaged upon the work of raising 
the dim and completing the reservoir 
up the cafion. The .water capacity 
from now on will be practically unlim.- 
ited, the waters in the dam’ be- 
ing used for irrigation and the reser- 
voir for domestic purposes. ‘The reser- 
voir will contain, approximately, 
one million gallons of water. ; 

The home library has been removed 
from the old building to commodious 
quarters in Headquarters building, 
where the old veterans are much better 
situated in this regard; but at present 
there is a woful lack of books and read- 
ing matter for the entertainment of the 
inmates. ‘The post fund, which comes 
from the ‘‘canteen,’’ is supposed to go 
for amusements and the purchase of 
books, but this fund has been diverted 
into otherchannels, such as necessaries 
and the like, leaving the library fund 
depleted. Strenuous efforts are now be- 
ing made to build up the library, and 
Librarian Fay has prepared a circular 
which is to be sent to prominent men 
and philanthropists throughout the 
country, stating that. inthe matter of 
books and other reading matter for the 
library, an appeal must be made to the 
generosity of the public. Contribu- 
tions are therefore asked of either 
monev or books, and, as the librarian 
says, both will be thankfully received 
and promptiv acknowledged. There are 
now only about four hundred books in 
the library, and some of these are 
trashy in the extreme. Besides relying 
upon the public fora nucleus of a li- 
brary, the inmates of the home are do- 
ing» all they can to fill up the library. 
In tis connection the home troupe is to 
givé an entertainment at Steer’s Opera- 
house, Santa Monica, next Saturday 
evening, for the benetit of the library, 
and a benefit for this same fund is an- 
nounced to take place in the Park The- 
ater, Los Angeles, a week from next 
Saturday evening,.and a series of.enter- 
taimments are in prospect. © 

The Board of National Managers have 
made arrangements with Dr. Keeley to 
establish the Keeley cure at the home, 
and inside of two weeks an.institute, 
under the charge of a competent physi- 
cian, will be in full operation. A class 
of eighteen veterans is now ready to 
take the treatment. Meetings have 
been held, at which Gov. Treichel, In- 
spector-General Brown and A. B. 
Gooden have addressed the veterans on 
the workings of the cure at the other 
national houses throughout the Union, 
and in consequence a Keeley league has 
been organized here and a guarantee 
fund of $1600 raised to go for the ex- 
penses of the treatment in case there 
are not sufficient patients at the start. 
The cost to each veteran will be $22.50, 
of which $20 goes for the treatment 
and $2.50‘for the expenses of the 
league.

WHITTIER STATE SCHOOL 


Regular Monthly Meeting of the Officers 
| and Teachers. 

The ofticers and teachers of the Whit- 
tier State School held their regular 
monthly meeting in the library of the 
boys’ department on Tuesday evening. 

The paper of the evening was read 
by Prof. J. E. Lockwood, and the sub- 
ject was the necessity of instruction in 
mechanical drawing inthe State school. 
He referred particularly to its useful- 
ness to the carpenter, to the blacksmith 
and to the electrical engineer, and 
thought that all of the pupils who were 
learning these trades should receive 
special instruction in drawing. He 
said that-he was now giving instruc- 
tion in mechanical drawing to all of 
the boys in the carpenter shop, but 
thought that the work should be ex- 
tended so that the young men in the 
other trades would be benefited. 

Miss de Wolfe. principal of the girls’ 
department, said that she thought in- 
struction in drawing had a very bene- 


ficial influence on all children, no mat- 


ter whether they were learning trades 
ornot. That a person who learned to 
draw became correct in all observa- 
tions, and evervthing would be done 
more accurately. 

Miss Wait, teacher in the boys’ de- 
partment, agreed with Miss de Wolfe, 
and urged the importance of the in- 
struction of drawing toallchildren. | 

Mr. Coffin said that there was many a 
child that was very difficult to reach 
and get interested in good things, and 
that he thought that one of the most 
important things when a child was ad- 
mitted to the school was to get its mind 
away from bad things that had been 
happening to him and interested in 
things that were at least innocent. He 
said that he had noticed that al! chil- 
dren, from their very earliest years, 
like to get hold of a slate and pencil. 
and that he believed that instruction in 
drawing would start many a child’s 
mind in the right direction aud make it 
more accessible to ‘these good in- 
fluences. 

Miss N. M. Woodward, teacher in the 
girl's department, said that aside from 
the utilitarian advantages derived from 
the instruction in drawing she believed 
that, from @ psychological standpoint, 
it was a very valuable branch of the ed- 
ucation and woul? prove specially im- 
portantinthe work of the Whittier 
State School. 

Mr. Baldwin, the farmer, and. Mr. 
Tregonning, the gardener. each stated 
that instruction in drawing would be 
very valuable to the bovs who were 
learning the avocations that they were 
teaching. Both farmers and gardeners 


often had to lay out plots of ground, and * 


that even a little knowledge of draw- 
ing would help the boys going out from 
this school to get positions as farmers 
and gardeners. 

Mr. Wiggins. the electrical engineer, 
said that be had twenty-one boys learn- 
ing to be electricians and engineers, 
and that there was hardly any step 
they take in that department but what 
some knowledge of drawing was really 
necessary.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS, 


Another Promise of Cut Rates 
to Chicago. 


A Local Demoralization That May 
Make Open War. 


What San Diego. Claims for Its 
Latest Projected Road. 


Heavy Rate Cutting Alleged in San Fran- 
cisco—-Earnings of Pacific Roads— 
Local and Personal 
Mention. 


The passenger agents in Los Angeles 
are worked up over the discovery of 
what they allege to be a scheme to cut 
the rate toChicago. They claim that 
the Santa Fé has again put on sale the 
tickets to Sioux City, by way of Kan- 
sas City, at the Kansas City rate. These 
tickets can be manipulated by scalpers 
so as to cut the Ohicago rate $5 or 
more, and still leave a margin for the 
broker who handles the portion of the 
ticket reading from Kansas City to 
Sioux City. The regular rate to Kan- 
sas City is $40, and as there is a 
‘‘scalp’’ of $8.80 on a ticket reading to 
Sioux City, by way of Kansas City, 
there is a goodly margin to work on. | 
By an agreement made several months 
ago among local passenger representa- 
tives, but which bas been for some time 
a dead letter, these Sioux City tickets 
were withdrawn from sale, but the dis- 
covery that certain brokers here were 
using them to demoralize rates was 
made yesterday and caused consterna- 
tion among the representatives of the 
Santa Fé’s competing lines. At the 
same time that news comes of. a prob- 
able settlement of the rate difficulty at 
Chicago, a general demoralization is 
threatened in California. 

WHAT THE ROADS EARNED. 

On the 9th instant Bradstreet’s pre- 
sented the earnings of 184 roads, with 
an aggregate mileage of 95,015 miles, 
an increase of 2 per cent. over the mile- 
age of the same time im the correspond- 
ing month of 1892.

Eliminating the Pacific lines, where 
the gain isonly 3-10 of 1 per cent., 
and the Mexican lines, where the gain 
is 6.7 percent:, the average gain in 
the other groups of roads is close to 10 
percent. The granger lines head the 
list in the degree of their gain, with an 
increase equivalent to 16.5 per cent., 
the Eastern lines witha gain of 10.1 
per cent., the Centra}-Western lines, 
which gain’ to the extent of 10 per 
cent., and the Southwestern lines, 
whose gross revenues for the month 
are 9.5 percent. greater than in May, 
1892. Even the Southern roads share 
in the general gain to the extent of 7.1 
per cent., while the trunk lines show a 
gain of only 6.7 per cent. 
TRANSCONTINENTAL TARIFFS DISHONORED. 

The Southern Pacific has again re- 
fused to honor the through transconti- 
nental tariffs of all lines except the 
Atchison. The traffic agreement be- 
tween these two lines seems able to 
withstand all onslaughts. In view of 
the recent, reductions in transconti- 
nental rates made from Chicago by the 
Atchison, all other lines have issued 
tariffs quoting the same rates and read- 
ing over the Southern Pacific via Og- 
den. These tariffs the Southern Pa: 
cific has refused to honor. The cause 
of the trouble is the old dispute on the 
division of the rate to apply between 
Chicago and the Missouri. The Mis- 
souri River lines demand L7!4 per cent. 
of the entire rate, and the Southern 
Pacific and Atchison have decided to 
dishonor the tariffs of all connecting 
lines unless they provide for a 15 per 
cent. division between Chicago and the 
Missouri.

Oakland’s new baseball Colonel, 
whose other name is Louis Gieschen, is 
delighted with the City of the Angels.

To a Times man he said, just before the 
opening of the game at Athletic Park 
Yesterday afternoon: ‘‘You people 
down here have got as fine a club as 
there is in the league, and every one 
of the players ‘is a gentleman.

No,’’ he con- 
tinued in answer to a question, ‘'l 
hardly think my boys will win today as 
we got in way late and didn’t have time 
to get lunch.

But after the game was over and the 
score stood 7 to 5 in favor of Oakland 
the Colonel changed his opinion on 
that point. Itisto be hoped for the 
sake of humanity that he will not take 
yesterday’s result as a criterion but 
will keep on giving his boys plenty to 
eat as well as large, juicy salaries. 

The new Colonel is as much different 
from the vapid Robinson as day is from 
night.

Before the Board. 


Further Hearing in the Matter of 
the Electric Road Franchise. 


‘Justice of the Peace Appointed for 


Los Nietos Township. 


A Kesolution Presented Indorsing the 
Management of the Whittier State 
School—Will Pay the 
Demands. 


The Board of Supervisors held a short 
business session yesterday, all members 
being present except Supervisor Hay. 

On motion of Supervisor Forrester, 
it was ordered that $843.75 be paid 
Montgomery Bros., that amount being 
75 per cent. of the contract price 
agreed upon for putting in the Court- 
house clocks, it appearing that the 
firm had satisfactorily performed their 
part of the agreement. 

In the matter of the Big Rock Irriga- 
tion Company’s application-for the ap- 
pointment of a director, the board de- 
cided to designate Jacob Miller as such 
director-at-large, and instructions were 
issued accordingly. 

The bond of A. E. Littleboy on the 
contract for the furnishing of the 
county drug supply was also approved. 

W. A. White sent in his resignation 
as manger of the I’ree Labor Bureau, 
which was accepted, aud H. C. Katz 
Was appointed to fill the vacancy. 

The resignation of Paul P. Conant as 
Justice of the Peace of J.os Nietos town- 
ship was accepted. To fill the last va- 
cancy Samuel W. Burke was appointed 
in response toa petition from the citi- 
zens of the township. 

Regarding the matter of a franchise 
for an electric railroad between this 
city and Pasadena, no further action 
was talen. The committee of Pasa- 
dena citizens was present to offer the 
draft of an appropriate ordinance, as 
previously directed to by the board, 
and they reported that about one-half 
of the rignt-of-way had been secured. 
Another postponement was then or- 
dered for further hearing. 

This matter being disposed of for the 
time, the clerk arose and read the fol- 
lowing resolution:

acquainted ourselves more fully with the 
law governing and regulating the same, 
and the payment of the expenses thereof, 
and, ‘whereas, the amount claimed from 
thiscounty is at the same rate as that 
claimed from alt of the other counties of 
the State, and all moneys so collected go 
into the State treasury, and,the greater 
portion of such moneys is expended in 
this county, in addition to the moneys 
expended for establishing said institution 
in this county, and approved by the Gor. 
ernor; and, whereas, thesum of $25 per 
month per capita for the support of the tn. 
mates of said institution is an estimate 
fixed in accordance witb the laws of this 
State, with which this board has nothing 
todo, an@ghat, ifthe amountis in excess 
of the actwWa!l requirement, such excess re. 
mains in the State treasury with 
the moneys of other counties paid 
into said fund, and believing that 
such is a legal demand against this county ; 
and, whereas, the trustees of said institu- 
tion render their services without pay: 
and, whereas, we find the management of 
said State School to be economized, that 


- the most careful business sagacity is exer- 


cised in the conduct of its business affairs; 
and, whereas, we have found that $25 per 
capita is not the estimate for food, cloth- 
ing, medicine and education alone, but also 
includes cost of tools in workshops, repairs 
of machinery, and all materials used in its 
workshops, and also included the planting 
and caring for seventy-five acres of or- 
chard, which is well managed, and the trees 
of which are in a thrifty condition; 
and whereas, the food and clothing pro- 
vided is well selected, and purchased after 
competitive bidding at very nearly whole. 
sale prices, and could not be diminished in 
quantity or quality without serious detri- 
ment to said institution, and a diminution 
of the beneficial results expected from its 
establishment; and whereas, we find said 
school to be doing a great and noble work 
for those committed to its care; now, 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, that the same be approved, and 
that this board tully indorses the man- 
agementof the State School at Whittier 
in its business and its educational and 
moral work, and this board hereby ex- 
presses its high appreciation of the earn- 
est, great, praiseworthy and eminently suc- 
cesstul efforts of Dr. Walter Lindley, 
through the instrumentality of said scHool, 
to mould those committed to its care into 
useful citizens and valuable’ members of 
the community.

The Franchise Committee Makes

A representative body from the comm it- 
tee of one hundred went to Los Ageles yes- 
terday in time to put in an hour anda half 
upon the reports of the sub-committees be- 
fore the franchise discussion was resumed 
before the Board of Supervisors. 

The Committee on Ordinance reported 
according to the outline given in the TIMEs 
correspondence yesterday. Every pointin- 
volved was carefully gone over, and was 
later detailed before the Supervisors. 

The Committee on Right-of-way reported 
securing written releases, in the short time 
given them, on 4000 feet of frontage. 
Further, that several parties known to be 
willing to sign for much additional front- 
age are now away from home and could not 
be reached at this time. 

The Board of Supervisors listened to the 
committee's report, and took the ordinance 
under advisement for action at the Fricay 
meeting. it was broadly intimated that at 
that time the action would be favorablt to 
the wishes of the committee.

sults.

side county by the Board of County Super- 
visors, it having been decided by them last 
week that action should be taken in the 
matter on Wednesday, As is usual in these 
prohibition meetings, the audience was 
composed largely of women and young 
people, about one-fourth of those present 
being electors.

SUPERVISORS IN SESSION. 

At the meeting of the County Supervisors 
on Wednesday, a committee from the pro- 
hibition meeting appeared and requested 
that action upon the question of whether 
Riverside county shall be a high license or 
prohibition county, should be postponed. 
The request was granted, and Tuesday, 
June 27, set for final hearing and action in 
the matter. 

Sherifi Swope asked that provision be 
made for thecare of county prisoners, 
there being no county jail. A committee 
of one was appointed to secure the use of 
the City Jail. . 

A communication was received from Su- 
perior Judge Noyes, in which he estimated 
the number of trial jurors needed at two 
hundred. The selection of the names was 
deferred until a box be obtained and time 
given to examine as to whether those to be 
selected are property-holders. 

A communication was received from the 
Governor's secretary stating that the law 
for the appointment of county sealers of 
weights and measures was inoperative, 
and that the Governor had made no ap- 
polatments under it.

The City Council Wrestiing with the Light- 
ing Problem—A Bad Indian. 

The City Council met Tuesday night in 
committtee of the whole to decide on future 
action as to the electric lighting of the city. 
A. B. Williams of the electric light com- 
pany was present and talked to the com- 
mittee from the company’s standpoint. 

[t appeared that the company furnishes 
the city at present with fifty-three lights at 
a cost of over $15 a light per month. The 
committee asked Mr. Williams if this price 
could not be reduced. Mr. Williams re- 
plied that the company could not reduce 
the price of lights and wake anything. and 
that they were in business for the money. 
He said the company were willing to sell 
the plant to the city for what it cost them. 
He thought it would be an advantage tor 
the city to purchase the plant, as the profit 
the company makes could then be saved 
The ‘committee finally iostructed Mr. 
Williams to furnish figures that the com- 
pany would sell for, also the rate on a con- 
tract for two years to furnish lights. It 
was agreed by the committee torecommend 
cutting off anumber of lights if a bargain 
to purchase the plant could not be ar- 
ranged. Some of the Councilmen were of 
the opinion that matters could never be 
satisfactorily arranged in regard to either 
lights or water till the city owned the re- 
spective plants. The matter will come be- 
fore the Council Thursday afternoon.

Data Complied from the Records of the 
Government Bureau. 
The chiei of the Weather Bureau fur- 


nishes for publication the following 
data, compiled from the record of ob- 


at this station fora period of fifteen 
years. 3 

it is believed that the facts thus set 
forth will prove of interest to the pub- 
lic, as well as the special stuaent. show- 
ing as they do the average and extreme 
conditions of the more important mete- 
orological elements, and the range 
within which such variations may be ex- 
pected to keep during any correspond- 
ing month: 

Temperature—Mean or normal tem- 
perature, 71k degrees. The warmest 
July was that of 1891, with an average 
of Tidegrees. The coldest July was 
thatot iss0, with an average of 65 
degrees. The highest temperature dur- 
ing any July was 109 degrees on July 
1891. The lowest temperature 
during any July was 49 degrees on July 
12, 1888. 

Precipitation (rain) -- Average for 
month, .O8 of aninch; average number 
of days with .O1 of an inch or more, 
none; the greatest monthly precipi- 
tation was .27 of an inch, in 1886; the 
least monthiy precipitation was .00 
inches, in I877, 1878, 1879, 1881, 
the greatest amount 
of precipitation’ recorded in any 
twenty-four consecutive hours was .24 
of an inch, on July 14, 18886, 

Clouds and weather—Average num- 
ber of cloudless days, 14: average num- 
ber of partly cloudy days, 16; average 
humober of cloudy days, 1. 

Wind—The prevailing winds have 
been from the west; the highest velocity 
of the wind during any July was v2 
miles, onJuly 7, 1880, and July 14,

Wednesday acting as a juror in the local 
justice’s court.

ficer. The complainant also stated 
that he thought there was a mistake, 
and the young lady was guilty of no 
felonious intent. Judge Twitchell was 
inclined to be lenient with the fair 
prisoner upon this showing, and agreed 
to dismiss the case if the costs were 
paid, amounting to $10.40. Old gen- 
tleman Cripe deposited the amount and 
the young lady took her hasty depart- 
ure. It was evident from all the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the case that 
allofthe matter did not appear in 
court, as the defendant and husband 
have not been living together for some 
time, although married but about a year.
